is black and his wife 1s white; but 
those God-fearing and President- 
fashionable church- 
goers of Washington, doubtless 
think it is consistent with New 
Testament charity and Christian 
brotherly love to snub and ostra- 
cise this veteran orator and patriot 
for marrying the woman of his 
choice, If Dove ass persists in 
sharing his religious devotions in 
company with his own wife, there 


will soon not be a single ftashion- 
able worshipper in the church, 


with the e of President 
CLEVELAND, who, let us be thank- 
ful, is a man of sense. 

To a mind untrained to ecclesi- 
astical and theological subtleties of 
course this matter may be beyond 
comprehension; but it would seem 
that if DoveLass was a man 
before marriage, and Mrs. Dove- 
Lass a good woman, there is no 
good reason to sup that their 
moral character haa been changed 
by this event.

FUTURE. 


HE SAYS THE BLACK RACE IS A SCRUB 
RACE AND BOUND TO DI£ OUT. 


The Atlanta Evening Journal 
publishes an interview with .ex- 
Senator Robert Tooms on the 
future of the Negro. They are 
bis views as they would have been 
given in the North Ame ican Re- 
view bad not bad bealth p:evented 
the preparation of an article for 
that periodical. 

He says that his speech on sla- 
very in Tremont temple, Boston, is 
as true to-day as it was then and will 
be for alltime. The Negro race 
is an inferior race. He was so 
created, and if God hau not in- 
tended to make bim inferior to 
the white man he would never 
have created him bleck. All bise- 
tory shows him to be incapable of 
govenring himeelf. He cannot, 
therefore, govern countries. or 
anything else. Thé position of 
the Rev. Dr, Haygooa that the 
two races must rise or fall togetb- 
er, he says, is very foolish. The 
Negro race is dependent on the 
white for He does 
not think they can educated, 
It will be found in the end that as 
a race they are uneducationable. 
He says education is increasing 
crime among them. A Negro is 
out of his element at the black- 
board. His natural home is the 
cotton patch and the plough. 


There he has always done best; 
there be will always do best. As 
As to the future of the Negro race 
in the South he said ; 

It is the plainest thing in the 
world, he will die out. He is dy- 
ing out now. I think I ought to 
understand the census. I[ have 
studied enough. I tell you it is 
being falsely interpreted by cer 
tain people in this country, The 
Negro is dying out as a race; he 
is bound to die out. ‘Tnat is what 
will become ofbim. It is the his- 
tory of all inferior races, and here 
is the broad distinction. The Ne- 
gro race is a scrub race; the white 
race 1s a througbbred race, In 
time the scrubs are bound to die 
out, but the throughbreds live on 
to procreate the species. If is the 
law of God and cannot change.—

It is not surprising to us to know 
that such utterances as the one’s 
above, eminate from such a hot- 
headed rebelas Robert Toombs. In- 
deed, he has no more idea about the 
future of the Negro, than he has 
of the success of the Democratic 
party in 1888.

Toombs, who breaths foul atmo- 
sphere, still harbor fiendish 
thonghts and decayed ideas. 

Our females in the South have 
been taken from their sacred beds, 
robbed of their virtue, and sold 
into slavery. They were cowards 
when the midnight assassins, the 
Ku Klux in mask, with the shot 
gun iu one hand and the dagger in 
the other arrived. They were “an- 
edneational” because their brain 
food was the lash, fear, brutality, 
imoratity of their masters, and the 
penetrating sun of the cotton 
fields Mr. Toomb’s knowledge 
of the Divine laws is vague. It 
is written that all men are created 
equal, hence Mr. Toombs and 
his followers at the time of the 
rebellious attack upon the gov- 
ernment, misconstrued the Di- 
vine law and presumed, that God 
made the Negroes inferior to the 
rebels in the South.

Flowers from Coal Ashes. 

An experiment is related in the 
American Garden, the successful out- 
come of which is credited to coal ashes, 
‘asthe adjoining ground, treated ex- 
actly alike, less the ashes, gave far infer- 
ior results :” 

‘‘Intending to arrange a mixed flower 
border, four feet wide by 200 feet in 
length, in amost unpromising situativn, 
with a coid, heavy soil that had not re- 
ceived any fertilizers in several years, we 
spaded the ground deeply in the fall of 
1883. It was then covered with a coat 
of three inches of fresh stable manure, 
and over t is was spread a layer of raw 
muck, thick enough to cover the manure 
completely. During winter sifted coal 
ashes as they were taken from the fur- 
nace room were spread over this to the 
depth of about two inches. 
| ‘In the spring following, the appear- 

ance of the prospective flower was 
anything but encouraging. As soon as 
‘the ground was dry enough it was spaded 
with a fork, mixing the different strate 
'as much as possible. Two additional 
spadings were given, at intervals of a 
few weeks, before sowing and planting, 
which was not done before June. As 
the result of all this preparation the 
ground remained as mellow and uni- 
erm moist throughout the season as 
could be desired, and the healthy growth 
and luxuriance of the hundreds of dif- 
ferent plants that grew in it we have 
never seen equaled.”

A Wonderful Bridge. 

The land of Celestials still boasts of 
the most wonderful bridge in the world, 
nn this, according to travellers, is the 
bridge of Lagang, over an arm of the 
sen in China. It is built in a similar way 
as the bridge of Babylon, but entirely of 
stone. Its length is said to be twenty- 
six thousand Paris feet, and comprises 
three thousand arches, or rather openings 
of pillars. These are not overspread 
with arches, but there are placed above 
them large slabs of stone, which form 
the roadway, seventy feet broad. The 
distance of the pillars is nearly seventy- 
four and a half feet, the latter being 
seventy feet high and fifteen broad, and 
straightened with stone facings of the 
form of triangular prisms, which extend 
over the whole height of the pillars up 
to the traversed slabs. The latter (of 
course more than seventy feet long,) ex- 
tend in breadth to fifteen feet, and have 
nine feet in thickness. The parapet isa 
balustrade, and every pillar supports a 
»edestal on which a lion, twenty-one feet 
ong and made of one block of marble, 
is placed.
